grocery house of G. F. Baiicum, while 
scarcely a mercaiitild establishment in 
the storm area is not a sufferer by 
water, many stocks being almost a total 
loss from the deluge. The calamity 
has fallen very heavily ou Little Koek, 
as but one tornado insurance policy has 
been reported, and that ou a dwelling, 
the loss to which" does not exceed $200, 
owned by F. M. Cirk. But five tornado 
policies, up to the hour of tho cyclone 
were in ion 9 in the city, it being sup- 
posed mat tnis city was exempt from 
such visitations, it being the first iu the 
memory of tho oldest inhabitants.

of the origin of liro. 
If they are 


to "be belitivccl, they came into possession 
of that useful element in the following 
manner: A groan Avhalo was once wash- 
ed ashoro npou one of their islands during 
the prevalence oi a terrible hurricane. 
The monster became entangled in a 
grove of tallo\v trees (a species of ever- 
greens whose branches easily ignite), 
and while gnashing his teeth in his im- 
potent rage struck off a spark which 
lighted the grove and consumed both 
trees and whale. 
Fires which are said 


to have been perpetuated siuce tho day 
of tho "groat vrhale fire" may yet be 
seen burning in many parts of the is- 
lands. 


Another fire legend, believed in by 


the inhabitants of tho islands to the 
north of the ones iu which the "great 
whalo firo" is preserved, is to the effect 
tbat a great air dragon (probably light- 
ning) breathed upon a tallow tree and 
set its brandies 011 firo. From tho coals 
left from this firo they learned of its 
great value and have over since used the 
element for domestic purposes and in 
their religious ceremonies. They also 
have a tradition that tho time will come 
when the dragon will return for the fire, 
and that no man will be able to with- 
stand him and save the sacred spark ex- 
cept ho be a person born with pink eyes, 
fair skin and white hair.

son the birth- of an albino is always 
hailed as a good omen and his or her 
person guarded with jealous care, so as 
to preserve life to its utmost limit 
Marionette mentions seeing a "fire god" 
or "firo guard" (albino) while on his 
visit to tho islands who was believed 
to be at least loo years old and who had 
always been provided for by the tribe.

The decision of Justice Harlan of 


the Federal Court of Appeals in the 
now celebrated Jenkins injunction 
case i» an Important one as defy in 
the rights ot workingmeu to strike or 
to quit'the services of persons or cor- 


! jporations, either individually or col- 


lectively, when the conditions sur- 
rounding the case are not satisfac- 
tory to the workingmen. The essen- 
tial points in Justice Harlanls decis- 
ion are contained in the following 
synopsis, 
and 
the -dissolution of 


the injunction constitutes a victory 
for the workingmen: The Justice 
says: 


We have said that if employes were 


unwilling to remain in the service of 
the receivers for the compensation 
prescribed for them by the revised 
schedules, it was the right of each 
one on that account to withdraw 
from snch service. It was equally 
their right, without reference to the 
effect upon the property or upon the 
-uperatlons of the road, to confer with 
each other upon the subject, o? the 
proposed redaction in wages and to 
withdraw in a body from the service 
of thAeceivers because of the pro- 
tosed change. Indeed, their right as 
a body of employes affected by the 
proposed reduction of wages to de- 
mand given rates of compensation as 
a condition of their remaining in the 
service was as ab-olute and perfect 
as was the right of tna receivers rep- 
resenting the aggregation of persons, 
creditors, and stockholders interested 
in the trust property and the gener- 
al pnblic, to fix the rates they were 
willing to pay their respective em- 
ployes. Bat that is a different mat- 
ter from a combination and con- 
spiracy among employes, with the 
object and intent not simply of qult- 
.ting,the service of the receivers oe- 
ewiae of the reduction of wages, but 
of crippling the property in their 
hands and embarrassing the opera- 
tion of the raiiroad. * * » The 
general Inhibition upon combinations 
and conspiracies formed with the ob- 
ject »nd Intent of crippling the prop- 
erty and etobarnssing the operation 
.ot the rattrocd, mr-st be construed as 
' referring only to vM of violence, In- 


Umld«tion, and wrong o't the same 
Mture o; class as those apectttoall; 
described la the previous clauses of 
the writ. We da not Interpret the 
word* lint above quoted ta embracing 
tbe cue or employes who, being dls- 
wtitOed with tbe proposed reduction 
ot their wages, merely withdraw on 
that account, singly cr by concerted 
action, from the service of the re- 
ceivers, using neither force, threats, 
persecution, nor Intimidation toward 
employes who do not join them, nor 
any device to molest, hinder, alarm, 
or Interfere with others who take or 
desire to take their places.

Yet tho fact remains that our 
most successful swindlers and most des 
perato and dopravod criminals -colonize 
and ore developed m tho gioat city. 


Tbe Lexow searchlight m New York 


reveala tiia fact that 'the criminals aac 
policemen there hai, o been in league for 
tho pastSO years. Oi'ime isfostered and 
flourishes -rampniit because it pays the 
police to encourage it and for no other 
reason. 
They do eucouraga it. 
The 


blackmail they Itivy on obuntatfeiters 
and keepers of 'disorderly houses is a di- 
rect bid to bnd characters everywhere 
to come and quarter themselves ia tho 
city. Anywhere else they would ho un- 
safe. In tho groat city they arc protect- 
ed by. the police. Crime the most infa- 
mous is made lawful. 


A writer in the New York Press has 


been calculating tho nmoniit crime has 
paid to policemen in that oity in the 
past 80 years. He figures out that it i, 
not less than $100,000,000. There is a 
regular tariff enacted from each unlaw- 
ful enterprise in each neighborhood 
The system is us fixed as that of tha 
civil service. Many of the policemen o1 
New York oity are anxious to retire. 
No wonder. They cannot exact blood 
money from thieves, reprobates and 
poor market people so freely any more, 
and their places do nob pay them. Ev- 
ery city in tho Union ought to institute 
exactly such an invo'tigtitiou as that 
now carried on by tho Lexow commit- 
tee. Some things would then bo uncov- 
ered that -would astouish respectable 
people.

But 
that tho woman who rides bicycles will wear 
knickerbockers is a bit of concluded destiny ; 
that onco having found Ihfcm acceptable for 
ono form of exorcise who may find them con- 
venient for diyera others is very possible, and 
yet not appalling, since knickerbockers do not 
look ill. That eho will dunce in them or diuo 
in them is not likely enough to give any one 
valid grounds fur anxiety ; but, ouco she has 
learned how, she will wear thcjni without com- 
punction on lit occasions where skirtH too 
much restrain an when sho plays golf. 


Eldridge Morse proposes in the Sno- 


homish Eye a remedy for the present 
troubles between labor and capital. Ho 
says the trades unions should bo regu- 
larly incorporated bodies just as the 
capitalists' stock companies and trusts 
are. In these trades unions all working- 
men should unite. Tho employers should 
then deal with them as corporate bodies 
—not as individuals. When a railroad 
wanted men, it should go to the chief 
officer of a u:uion 
contract for a 


hundred or mca-o inen, according to its 
needs. Tlio trades unions, on their part, 
should see to it that none but thorough- 
ly competent, honest workmen are sup- 
plied. It should be an important part of 
their work to grade up the class of la- 
bor and do it quickly, so that no 
slouches or shirks should go out with 
the union's recommendation. 
They 


should specify the wages, hours, otc. 
Tho corporate societies should settle 
their own difficulties and fix the rate of 
wages. If this was so high that capital- 
ists could make no money, then they 
would not go into business, and the loss 
would be the laborer's. "Capital would 
eoon assume a subordinate position, aud 
the roserva fund now used to support 
strikes would in most cases be used to 
Lease or buy tho plant carrying on the 
business or manufacture." 


Tho Gorman government has had its 


bands full for many a year fighting so- 
cialists, yet no other government today 
presents so many sooialistio features in 
,ts administration. Tho stato owns most 
of the railroads and telegraphs. Thore 


a compulsory old age and accident 


.nsuranco fund Jor workingmeu, and it 


popular. Tho inoucy to keep up this 


fund is paid partly by tho employers 
and partly taken from tha wages of the 
men themselves. 
Last yc'ar there wse 


paid out of this insurance fund $7,600,- 


000. 
The plan has worked BO well that 


it is now proposed to extend it to day 
laborers and apprentices, who have not 
litherto Hnd the advantage of its pro- 
visions. A similar arrangement iu this 
country between employers and employ- 
ees would be profitable in all tho groat 
iidustrial corporations. It should be 
trough t about by the paisies themselves 
without the need of any law.

Humanity Wniit* a Mutoular ttiid a Grow- 


ing ILaujpmire. 


The final supremacy of English 


over all tho languages of the world 
was the subject o£ one of the most 
interesting papers read before the 
American Social Science association 
at its Saratoga session. This is a 
Luestion about which there can. be 
jut one opinion. 


That England .carries •with. it. ele- 


ments off vigor sufficient .to. enable 
t to outlive any :of the decadent 
tongues of southern Europe is an 
ipparentfact. 


From the beginning of the four- 
eenth century, when the Saxon- 
Danish of the hardy peasantry slow- 
y strangled on its own ground- the 
masculate Norman-French, it was 
;he virility of the Saxon tongue— 
ow German patois, as it was—which 
triumphed, just as the Saxon people, 
who spoke it through long years of 
xmdage, fostered the spirit which 
afterward gave England the com- 
mercial supremacy of the xvorld. 


There can be no question as. to the 


general utility of English. It is Ma- 
caulay who says that the Anglo-Sax- 
on is the tongue best suited to make 
love, to quarrel and to "drive bar- 
ains. General experience seems to 


show that when man is not doing 
one of these three things he is apt 
to b© asleep or dead. 


There certainly must be a univer- 


sal language aucl that, too, long be- 
fore complete miscegenation makes 
of the varied races of mankind one 
vast people. Commerce and quick 
communication demand it. 


What shall this language be? The 


greatest of eastern languages are 
wedded.to ignorance and paganism 
and will die with them. Latin is a 
dead tongue in a mum my skin; Ital- 
ian is its wraith; German is too ele- 
phantine; French is too mincing. 
Were Russian spoken wherever the 
black twin eagles float the Anglo- 
Saxon, might, ia the Slavonic, isieet 
its only formidable rival. 


No artificial gibberish •will fetch* 


and carry for the world. Volapuk, 
that clialetic bugaboo, died because 
it had no virility. It did not develop. 
It wascoaceived of abookworm and 
pieced together of odds an'cl ends in 
the vocabulary shop of an intellec- 
tual Frankenstein. It was like the 
laboratory wheat, which seems to 
taste well, hut won't grow if you wa- 
ter it a thousand years. 


The world wants no infant and no 


dotard. It wants a live, muscular, 
growing language, and English is 
that language. It girdles the globe 
today, and is fast binding, link by 
link, the great civilizing elements of 
society into one vast, amalgamated 
whole.—Newark Advertiser.

Schultzenstein, subjected chopped 
noiled egg to artificial digestion with 
lydrocbloric acid, adding in different 
cases pure water, tea and coffee, 
The percentage ot albumen digested 
by the pure acid was 94, with the 
water 93, with the tea 68 and with 
the coffee (it. Thus the addition of 
pure water affected the digestion lit- 
tle hut the tea and coffee lessened ii 
very m aterially. In this experiment 
the egg was chopped into millimeter 
cubes. In a previous trial, in which 
the egg was not chopped BO fine, the 
presence of tea and coffee was even 
more unfavorable.—London Public 
Opinion.
